We very much regret that five 
deaf-mutes were in an automobile 
smasli-up about tbe middle of last 
mouth. Tbe car was wrecked, four 
of the deaf-mutes were more or less 
Injured. One was killed outright. 
The accident occurred near the city 
of Buffalo, New York State. It was 
caused by the steering gear failing 
to work, while the car was making 
a turn at high ipeed. 

To make a turn at high speed is 
recklessly wrong, and as those in 
the car were deaf-mutes, the acci- 
dent will be charged to their afflic¬ 
tion. If the driver had been a hear¬ 
ing person, the recklessness and its 
consequences would not smirch any 
one else. It would be an offense by 
an individual. But, as the driver 
was a deaf-mute, the whole class of 
deaf people will be blamed. We 
must try to convince tbe public that 
the fault of a deaf man, just the 
same as the fault of a hearing man, 
should be blamed upon the indivi¬ 
dual only. 

Almost without exception, the 
deaf who drive cars know the 
rules of the road, use their eyes, 
are very careful, and are usually 
calm and quick in emergencies—be¬ 
cause they are oblivious of the con¬ 
fusion of sounds which disturbs tbe 
equanimity of the average hearing 
driver. 

One has but to read tbe report of 
a well-organized movement in Cali¬ 
fornia, which is printed in this issue, 
to learn how the rights of the deaf 
are protected and watched over in 
that State. 

Pennsylvania has the most perfect 
plan of licensing deaf drivers, of any 
State in the Union, thanks to the 
efforts of Rev. Mr. Stuielau. Their 
qualifications are passed upon and 
recommended by a committee of 
deaf men. 

Tbe National Association has ap¬ 
pointed a committee that looks after 
the automobile rights of the deaf of 
the nation, but np to date there are 
several States that do not grant 
licenses to the deaf or the maimed 
Much more might be said without 
exhausting this live subject, but it 
would be well to warn the deaf, as 
tbe public is warned by placards, 
placed in conspicuous positions 
around New York City suburbs, 
which read: “The reckless driver 
is a criminal.” 

By observing the rights of tbe 
public, the deaf will be accorded 
their rights as well.

Kendall Green. Surely it is garb¬ 
ed in nature’s Green at this season 
of the year, rendered so by man's 
planting and care. The long stretch 
of front lawn dotted here and there 
with shubbery and large trees, whose 
spreading branches serve as a pro¬ 
tection from the sun’s rays. And 
beauty is added by blooming flowers 
scattered throughout over the place. 
The terrace wall along in front of 
the chapel is screened by a luxuri¬ 
ant growth of ivy, and the dining¬ 
room is partially hidden by the 
vines, while some more ambitious 
than others have reached up and 
surround the clock dial on the chapel 
tower. 

Even the front walls of the old 
college building, and the passage 
connecting the latter with the dining 
room and chapel, are bedecked with 
ivy. The robins and sparrows, and 
they were numerous, were hopping 
about on the lawn, seeming to wel¬ 
come back the boys and girls of 
other days. What a contrast the 
grounds presented to the old timers, 
who in their days, drinking from 
the fountain of knowledge, saw no¬ 
thing of nature’s beauty such as 
now welcome their eyes. True 
there was grass on the front lawn 
and saplings scattered over it, but 
they gave no protection from the 
sun when it shone its hottest. The 
environments of the college then 
were vacant lots unimproved, un¬ 
sightly hovels or sheds, occupied 
by colored people. No improved 
streets. The Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad tracks had to be crossed on 
tbe way down Seventh Street to H 
Street. The neighborhood was un¬ 
lighted at night. Such were some 
of the conditions then. Now all is 
changed. H Street is now well 
paved, fine residences line each side, 
and so is Florida Avenue, passing 
the front College grounds with a 
double line of streetcar tracks. But 
despite the disadvantages of the 
older boys of the college, they were 
a happy lot. Those of today are 
enjoying a heaven in comparison. 

The time set for registration and 
assignment of room was 2 p m., 
and at that hour quite a crowd filled 
the corridor in the College Hall, 
awaiting their turn to be marked 
down and be assigned to rooms. 
Meanwhile greetings between old 
mates, hand shakings and introduc¬ 
tions to strangers.

though in these days of high prices for 
material* and labor, the struggle to do 
this has been a severe one. 

' Our future needs in this line are, par¬ 
ticularly, an administration building in 
memory of Edward Miner Gallaudet, in 
which we can house our offices, library, 
some classrooms and storerooms, and fur¬ 
nish alumni rooms and a social hall. The 
need for such a building has been brought 
to the attention of the Budget Bureau for 
some years past, but, on account of the 
necessary economies of the Government 
at this time, no encouragement has yet 
been given us that this building will be 
provided from United States funds. • 

Another welcome addition to our build¬ 
ings would be a new dormitory for our 
Kendall School girls with a dining room 
large enough to accommodate all the boys 
ana girls of this department. At present, 
however, our children are comfortably 
housed in homelike quarters, so this addi¬ 
tion is not a very pressing need. 

On the educational side, I believe we 
have made advances. Our system of gra¬ 
duation has been placed on the unit basis, 
with a reasonable number of credits re¬ 
quired and strict rules in regard to the 
passing of examinations. Only the de¬ 
grees of Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of 
Science are given for undergraduate work. 
That our standards have been held up 
reasonably well is shown by the fact that 
a minority of those who try out in our 
Preparatory Class are able to obtain their 
Bachelor’s degree at the end of the 
course. 

It has been the opinion of our Faculty 
that we should not go into a wide variety 
of instruction, but rather lay the basis for 
a broad education, giving some special 
opportunities for both our young men and 
young women in vocational lines. 

Agriculture and Chemistry have attract¬ 
ed a nTbnber of our young men. The 
opening of a modern printing plant with 
cylinder and job presses, a linotype and 
other equipment, with the employment of 
an instructor, has drawn a large proportion 
of young men into this line of work while 
in college. While so far only a few have 
taken it up as a means of livelihood, the 
educational value of such work is un¬ 
questioned. In the past two years, a limit¬ 
ed number of students have been instruct¬ 
ed in Elementary Bacteriology, with the 
hope that this line may appeal to some of 
our young men. 

The young women have continued to 
enjoy first-class Instruction in Domestic 
Science and Applied Art, as well as Library 
Management. The results of this have 
been very practical in the

Welcome to thk 1924 Meeting 
the Alumni Association. 

Desk Friends:—I t is a great pleasure 
to see you all here on Kendall Green. 

Since the laat reunion in 1914 , many 
thinga of interest to you aa alumni have 
happened in the history of our dear college. 

Our great leader, Ed ward Miner Gallau¬ 
det, left us in body, but bis spirit still re¬ 
mains to help us and encourage us. A 
number of tbe oldest and moat prominent 
alnmni have passed away, among them 
your own good friends and teachers. Dr. 
Pay, Dr. Hotchkiss and Dr. Draper. Their 
presence, however, is with us yet and all 
of ua, young and old, are tbe better for 
their teaching and their example. 

On tbe physical side of our college, there 
have been some important changes, al¬ 
though not many. Congreaa has provided 
liberally for a new fireproof dormitory for 
oar college women. It was witb some re¬ 
gret that old Fowler Hall, containing 
part of the first brick building erected by 
Amos Kendall, out of hi* own meaus, -was 
razed ; bnt tbe safety, comfort and con¬ 
venience, aa well as the increased accom¬ 
modations for our yonng women, has 
made, at least our younger generation, 
well pleased with this improvement. 

Onr farm building* have been added to 
considerably for the pnrpoae of taking 
care of onr farm animals and providing 
better food for our kitchens. 

Considerable work baa been done from 
year to year in the endeavor to keep up 
and even improve onr physical plant, al- 


preparation of 
number of our young people for teaching 
positions and positions with firms desiring 
help in cataloging, filing and work of this 
kind. 

Those of our students who desire to 
specialize particularly have been en¬ 
couraged to enter well-equipped educa¬ 
tional institutions for the hearing, and 
during the past few years a number of 
them, mostly young men, have enjoyed the 
advantages of Johns Hopkins, Uni¬ 
versity of California, University of Utah, 
University of Denver and our own George 
Washington University, in which there 
were three graduate students from Gallau¬ 
det registered last year. In every in¬ 
stance, these young people have done good 
work and have been able decidedly to 
advance their interests in special lines. 

More attention has been given than ever 
before to the health of our young people. 
We have continued to require compulsory 
physical training. All students now enter¬ 
ing are required to file physical examina¬ 
tion certificates, which are checked up by 
our own physican on entrance, and neces¬ 
sary treatment or exercise is given in 
accordance with these examinations. 
Weight charts of all students have been 
started, which have of great help in follow¬ 
ing the general condition of the health 
of each individual. Except one death 
here from pneumonia, following influenza 
during our great epidemic, there has been 
no deaths among tbe students while with 
us, during the past ten years. 

There Ts no doubt that some of the free¬ 
dom from disease which we have enjoyed 
has been due to the supply of fresh eggs 
and vegetables from our farm and parti¬ 
cularly from the good milk delivered twice 
daily to our kitchens. This is carefully 
inspected very week and much attention is 
paid to producing a clean and wholesome 
supply. 

Since the war has ended, it has been 
possible for us to obtain more and more 
desirable young men and young women 
for our Normal Department and, during 
the past two years, we have graduated 
nine who have held collegiate degrees and 
one holding a teacher’s certificate. As the 
supply of well—prepared hearing young 
men and young women in our profession 
is very limited and as a number of our nor¬ 
mal graduates eventually take prominent 
places in our schools and in our college 
faculty, we are fortunate in being able to 
maintain tbis department. 

It is an interesting subject to consider 
whether or not the material which we now 

receive in our college is as good a* it used 
to be ten years ago. It ia. however, a dif¬ 
ficult question to answer. It it probable 
that there is a larger number of young 
people who endeavor to enter, not only 
this college, bnt all others, just because it 
is becoming more the fashion and the cus¬ 
tom for young people to seek higher edu¬ 
cation. It ia also probable that we are 
receiving a larger number of students who 
are foreign born, or are children of foreign 
born parents. I must say, on the whole, 
however, making allowance for the halos 
which often surround our friends of the 
past, that the material which we receive 
today for our college work compares fa¬ 
vorably with that of the past in my judg¬ 
ment and in the judgment of our faculty. 

Numbers are sufficient to fill our accom¬ 
modations comfortably and sometimes to 
overflowing, and we have been able to 
make a selection of tbe material as the 
college years pass, which leaves us at gra¬ 
duation time fine young men and women 
who should fill creditably the places of you 
older graduates as time goes on. 

The task of filling the gaps left in the 
rank* of our own faculty haa been a dif¬ 
ficult one, but from our own graduates 
and from the graduates of college of high 
reputation, it has been our good fortune 
to obtain from time to time young men and 
young women who are carrying on with the 
splendid spirit of Thomas Hopkins Gal¬ 
laudet and his beloved son, our benefactor, 
and with a devotion worthy of your high¬ 
est confidence and praiae. But still we 
could not carry on our Work here without 
two great influences to urge us on. 

One is the memory of our founder and 
bis noble work; what he haa doue we are 
inspired by him to try to do. 

The other is the record made by the sons 
and daughters of Gallaudet. Your suc¬ 
cesses and ycmr triumphs have been an 
ever living force to encourage us who re¬ 
main here in our work for our Alma 
Mater. 

With the slowly but surely increasing 
support of Congress, with your direct help 
and with the help and inspiration given 
to us by you in your successful careers, we 
are hoping for another ten years of steady 
growth and usefulness. 


It has been ten years since our last re 
union, and that is, comparatively speaking, 
either a very long time or only a short 
time. It is a very long time compared to 
man’s allotted span of years on earth, but 
I a very short time compared with TIMR.

President Drake called the as¬ 
sociation to order after an improvis¬ 
ed platform had been brought out, 
and then speaking from notes made 
special stress on the. endowment, 
which since it had been started, was 
not meeting expectations.

For himself, 
he thought such was unnecessary, as 
students have means here now by 
which they can earn sufficiently to 
carry them through, which was not 
the case twenty years ago. It is 
time students worked their own way 
through the College and did not de¬ 
pend upon aid. 

Mr. Howard, speaking on the mat 
ter, said he had from the first been 
opposed to an administrative build 
ing and was so yet. A more proper 
way to honor the memory of onr 
beloved president would be the 
erection of a chapel upon the 
grounds here, and every time stu¬ 
dents entered within ft the thought 
of Gallaudet would come to them, 
and they could thus bow their heads 
and think of him reverently, and 
thus honor him, instead of wiping 
the feet, or treading on him, should 
the memorial be an administration 
building. 

President Drake suggested that 
the members consider the matter 
and be prepared to act at Monday 
meeting. 

Mr. H. P. Clark, Normal, Miss 
Edith Fitzergald and Rev. Hasen- 
stab, were appointed a committee on 
resolutions. 

Mr. E. P. Clark stated that Mr.
